“That Material Progress has been Detri- 
mental to Cultural Development "” was the 
subject of a debate broadcast through the 
Dublin Rado Station last night. The speakers 
were Mr. Edwim James, President of the 
Modern Science. Society, Queen's University, 
Belfast, and Mr. Bradley McCall, ‘Queen's 
University, who spoke against the motion, 
from the B.B.C. studio in the Northern 
capital; Mr. Desmond Bell, Auditor of the 
Literary and Historical Society, | 
College, Dublin, and Mr. “ Desaond Neill, 
Auditor of the Historical .Society, Trinity 
College, Dublin, who spoke from the Dublin 
Studio. Ré ' 

The debate was presided over. from the 
Dublin Stadio by Mr, Justice Meredith, who, 
discussing the pointe. raised by the speakers, 
said that it was true that tlie general standard 
of living. had been raised, and. that the 
workingman was no longer a slave, but these 
things were metely the. foil 
civilisation; culture was the ér. Better 
conditions of life afforded opportunities that 
might or might not -be grasped. On the other 
hand, increased specialisation in industry left 
the work by which the average man gained his 
lrvelihood more and more divorced from any- 
thing that had any meaning for culture. 

Though the, class to which culture of a 
general character extended had been aay 
enlarged, did not the advance or deciine of 
culture, he asked, depend mainly on the more 
active interest of a much narrower class? If 
go, had there been much change—change that 
could make any difference—from one age to 
another?

His many friends will learn with deep 
regret of the sudden death at his residence, 
1 Argyle road, Herbert Park, Dublin, on 
Chief Inspector of the Provincial Bank of 
ireland, Ltd. Mr. Morrow was a son of the 
tate Mr. Thomas Morrow, Governor of His 
Majesty's Prison, Wexford, and was 61 years 
of age.

If, said Mr. Powell, there was any doubt 
about the meaning of the word “Court,” 
the Court, in construing it, should give it 
A gees consistent with legality—a mean- 
ing which did not offend against Article 
64 of the Constitution, whereby the judicial 
power of the Irish Free State was to be 
se a by judges appointed as therein set 
out. s 

“There were, proceeded Mr. Powell, two 
distinct stages in final judgment. The first 
sm i gave leave to enter final judgment, 
and the second stage was the execution, and 
the Master, he submitted, had included 
both in his order. - Over one the 
Master had jurisdiction, and over the other 
he had not. He had no jurisdiction over 
execution, and could not put a stay on 
execution without consent. 

Mr. Devlin, for the respondent, submitted 
that the proper procedure to have been 
adopted by the intiffs before the Master 
was to ask the Master to put the case in 
the Judge’s list. The Master then, he said, 
would have been bound to put the case in 
the Judge's list under Order 13, Rule 4, 
of the Rules of Court. "The “Master was 
entitled to make any order that the rules 
prescribed, i 

The arguments having concluded, 

The Chief Justice said that when the 
matter was before the Master there seemed 
to have been some confusion, and one could 
not be surprised that the Master, perhaps, 
was not quite clear about the facts, havin 
regard to the difficulty that the Court ha 
had in getting them. It now appeared that 
the plaintiffs opposed the stay of execution, 


that he had the consent of the parties when 
making the order. He thought it was per- 
fectly clear that if it had been shown to the 
Master that the plaintiffs definitely opposed 
this order for a stay of execution, he would 
not have adjudicated on the matter. 

In his opinion, the appeal should he 
allowed and the judgment given by the 
Master set aside, both in regard to the judg- 
ment for the amount claimed, and to the 
stay of execution, as having been made with- 
out jurisdiction... The parties ought to be 
brought back to the position of having the 
matter decided by the High Court, Neither 
party should be allowed costs.

Curley was al to have received from her 
husband a fatal blow of a knife in a vital 
part of the body. She. died almost imme. 
diately. She had been stabbed to death. 
The accnsed man was married about five 
ears to ‘his wife, whose maiden name was 

nellan. There was in the case a history 
of previous quarrels between the pair. Mrs. 
Curley was a fine type of young woman of

good character, hard-working and industrious.

The jury would 
ave to draw the’inference that something 
occurred, and this person possibly made a 
complaint to Mrs. Curley, which was respon. 
sible for the murderous attack by the accused 
ran. 


“IN BAD HUMOUR” 


Brigid Keighery, said counsel, came in to 
Mrs. Curley cok Connolly left the house. 
Connolly returned to Curley’s at 10.30 p.m, 
but the girl Keighery was not there. Mrs 
Corley, at 11.15 p.m., went over again to 
the house of her sister, Mrs. Brogan, and 
she was then vexed and in a bad humour. 
After about twenty-five minutes she went 
back to her own house. Connolly, in the 
meantime, had gone to the house of Thomas 
Donnellan, a brother of Mrs. Curley. - At 
11.30 p.m. he left there with a man named 
Loughnane, another brother-in-law of the de- 
ceased women. As they passed Curley’s 
house Loughnane saw the accused man sitting 
on the counter. Subsequently, Loughnane 
and Connolly heard a woman's screams. They 
returne 1 almost immediately and found that 
a shocking attack had been made on this 
woman. The accuse? man’s account of what 
had happened was that she had attacked 
him, and as she came close to him, that she 
was accidentally cot with the knife with 
which he was cutting raghers for the morn- 
ing. 

About 11.40 p.m., said counsel, the accused 
man came out of his house, and he was 
holding his wife. who was either dead or 
dying. There was a wound in her left 
shoulder. It had penetrated 1) inches deep 
into the lung cavity, and severed one of the 
vitalarteres. Thomas Donnellan, brother of 
ths deceased woman, heard a voice shouting, 
“Thomas, Thomas.” He recognised it as 
that of the accused man, who said: “I have 
murdered my wife.” When Donnellan went 
to the scene he found the accused man in 
a doorway holding bis wife. He had one 
hand around her,.and the other was raised. 

e was waving it and was saying: ' Come 
quick, come quick. Somebody come and 
save her.” Donnellan assisted in getting 
his sister back to%the house. She did not 
speak, and made mo. movement. When Dr. 
Lavelle’ called ta the house she-was dead. — 


“I MURDERED MY WIFE” 


Thomas Donnellan St. Brendan’s terrace 
Ballinasloe, brother of the deceased woman, 
said that he: was not long in bed on the 
night of the 27th December when he heard a 
voice shout. ' Thomas, Thomas.”’ He recog- 
nised the voice as that of the accused man. I 
heard him say: ' I murdered my wife. Will 
someone come and save her’ ” Witness went 
out and approached the accused man and the 
woman. He shouted her name, but he got 
no reply. His sister made no movement. 
Curley was shouting, but witness did not 
know what he was saying. 

In reply to Mr. MeGuckin, RC. the wit- 
ness said that he had no ill-feeling towards 
his brother-in-law, nor had he seen any il!- 
feeling betweer the accused man and his 
wife. The accused man was distressed. 

Patrick Ryan said that after the woman's 
death Curley appeared to be in a frantic con- 
dition. 

Kieran Donnellan, another ‘brother of tha 
deceased woman, said that on one occasion 
he saw the accused man push his wife out 
of the way. He had never seen anv other 
ill-feeling between them. On the night of 
the tragedy he heard the accused man ask 
the clergyman if Josephine was dead. Before 
the clergyman answered Curley fell at his 
feet. When somebody came into the shop 
the accused man said: “ Give everything 
away for nothing. It is uo good to me now: 
Joseptune is gone.” : 

Mrs. Elizabeth Brogan, sister of the de- 
ceased woman, said that on one occasion she 
saw the accused man heat his wife with a 
strap. Witness was attracted by her cries, 
and kicked the door to frighten him. Her 
sister came to the house of witness and 
stopped with her. 

In June, 1955, the deceased woman staved 
with witness three nights, and the accused 


man visited the house and asked her to come 
back. 


“I STABBED HER” 


The witness added that on the night of the 
occurrence, when she went up to the a 
eused man. she asked: * Tommy, what has 
ag ed? at “Oh, Lizzie,” he said, “ she 
Was tormenting me when I was cutting 
rashers, and I stabbed her with ‘the knife " 
Later he said : '' Is there no one to go for the 
priest to save her? ”' 

Other evidence having been given, the fur- 
ther hearing was adjourned until to-day at 
ll o'clock.

The railways 
find this a good method of using to 
advantage their: old rolling stock, and 
they have even begun to use up their old 
buildings in. the same way. There are 
two old stations in the North of Scotland 
which the railway companies offered to let 
last year to holiday-makers... So great was 
the demand that they added to the 
amenities of the buildings, and they are 
already booked out this year until the 
end of the holiday season.

“i HE Care of the Public Health” was 

I the subject of an address by Dr. J. 

A. Harbison , Dublin County 
Medical Officer of Health, before the Dublin 
Rotary Club, in the Metropole Restaurant, 
yesterday. 

Whilst there was evidence of some attempts 
at public sanitation and drainage amo. 
earlier civilisations, the Romans, he sai i 
were the first to develop the knowledge an 
practical application of sanitary princi les. 
With the passing of this e- Empire, how- 
ever, sable and personal hygiene through 
the Middle Ages sank to a low ebb. With 
the passing of the Reform Act in 1852 came 
the reform of the Poor Law, and from the 
Poor Law services grew our present Ea 
health organisations. . Later came the 
Health Acts, which called into being local 
authorities, and invested them with re- 
sponsibilities for the provision of pure water 
supplies and systems of drainage, supervision 
of food, and the prevention of infectious 
disease. 

Thus the State came to focus its attention 
on the individual as well as on his environ- 
ment. Whilst attacking such diseases as 
tuberculosis, the incidence of which had been 
reduced by half, it had extended its ambit 
to creating and maintaining itive health 
in the individual. To the public health ser- 
vices had thus been added provision for 
making maternity safer for the mother, 
supervision of infant and school life, care of 
the industrial worker, and the expansion of

housing, . Harbison praised the courage 
and energy with which it is being tackled by 
both central and local government bodies,

It must not only prevent the spread of 
disease but, its unnécessaty occurrence, and 
must seek to establish the foundations of 
healthy living, by fostering a health con- 
science ih the individual and in the com- 
munity.

He spent three days of this 
period at Rosses Point, where he was 
a competitor tm the West of Ireland 
( ham pronship. 

In the course of his articles. which 
will appear datly, he will describe his 
erperiences during his novel trip.

HE thing had been planned in detail 
throughout a period of nearly one 
week. Elaborate time-tables had been 
typed out; scientific allowance made for 
possible disasters; and golf club secretaries 
and hotel proprietors warned of what was 
in store for them. And these p rations 
could be valid only if I left blin at 
10 a.m. on a certain Monday. Well, I 
knew that, if anything delayed my de- 
parture, time-tables and all the other 
preliminaries would become as nothi 
because a long journey which begins in 
chaos never straightens itself out. 

This, at least, was the view I held, 
contemplating with pride and confidence 
the entirely watertight bulwarks I had 
built up against the intrusion of chaos. 
it was not often that you saw a nation- 
wide tour of such complexity pigeonholed 
so beautifully.

An Early Shock 


On the Sunday before the departure I 
drove to Greystones, giving the Fire-engine 
a few bursts of speed just to see how she 
was going.

when gold would have been showered upon 
him at the usual rates in exchange for his 
Services.

The 
ammeter needie remained rigidly at the 
figure 0. My system seemed to have

A Bitter Experience 


At 10 a.m. on Monday I appeared at 
the garage—and briefly 1 shall say that 
I left it shortly before 1 p.m. That morn- 
ing was a bitter experience which may 
have left its mark for ever upon my sou). 
I sent hundreds, it seemed, of wires to 
Baltray, warning the secretary that I 
might be slightly late. In agony I read 
and re-read the A.A. instructions that I 
must be over the North of Ireland border 
by 5 p.m. In a frenzy I rushed between 
garage and the dynamo repair shop. When 
the dynamo did come the man who put 


it back on the car seemed half-paralysed,

and glorying in his disability. He did 
the job in seven minutes flat. Amid the 
fearful squeals of the populace I cut a 
swathe down Grafton street, across College 
Green, through O'Connell street, and up 
to the Drogheda road. 

I arrived broadside at Baltray one hour 
later—and in ten minutes ail the storm 
and stress raging within me were stilled. 
They are a hospitable lot at Baltray. The 
sun was shining, and the sandhills were 
really yellow, and at the border surely 
somebody would be able to fix something. 

While we innched they told me how an 
American golf architect had described 
Baltray as the best natural course that he 
had ever seen. This was by far the most 
modest testimonial I heard that day. The 
members of Baltray seem to admit that 
other golf courses exist, and they are all 
right for mucking about on with a couple 
of iron clubs; but they will not go further 
than that.

DISCOVERY 
_A PLANT NEW TO THIS 


—-— €— 


During a visit to Connemara with Professor 
T, J. Dinan in September, Mr. W. H. 
Pearsall, D.8c., writes in the January number 
of The Irish Naturalists’ Journal, we had 
occasion to call at Renvyle for a short time. 
There, in the little lough by the hotel and 
sea, I found a number of specimens of 
Hydrilla verticillata Presi, a plant which 
has not previously been secn in Ireland. It 
is, in fact, only known from one other West 
European station, Esthwaite Water in the 
English Lake District. where it was dis- 
covered by my father and myself in 1914. 

The plant belongs to the same family as 
Elodea, which it may faintiy resemble. It 
is, howeyer. a pale green in colour and the 
leaves are usually five in a whorl, though 
they may range from three to eight. In 
Elodea threes are the rule. The leaves are 
faintly serrate, usually 1 to 1.5 cm, long, 
1-2 mm. broad, linear, acuminate and not 
rounded as in Blodea. Hydrilla branches 
frequently,..in.the.dower—part of the stem 
and the upper whoris of leaves, show. 
charactexistic winter buds, ;ubually well de- 
veloped by the end of August. The plant 
propagates vegetatively by this means and 
also by the breaking of the brittle stem in the 
later part of the growing season. Flowers 
have not been seen in European 
specimens. Figures of the Esthwaite plant 
are given in the Journal of Botany, 42, 
p. 257, 1914, and in Butcher and Strudwick, 
a Illustrations of the British Flora. 


& In Eastwaite Water the plant grows below 


from six to nine feet of water, in association 
with Ama flexilia, Callitriche autumaalie, 
Potamogeton pumillus subsp. lacustris, and P. 
panormitanua. its oceurrence in Ireland in 
the district where Naias flexis is found is 
suggestive, and the ecological conditions in 
the two localities appear to be general 
similar. From what was seen in Renvyle 


Lough, it seems probable that the plant is 
abundant there. 


Hydrilia verticillata is mainly an Indian 
and Asiatic species, but it occurs also in 
Austraha, Madagascar and East Central 
Africa, In Enrope, apart from the two 
British stations, it is confined to Russia and 
Pomerania. e British specimens closely 
resemble those from Pomerania. Their long 
internodes, narrow leaves and translucent 
pgpearaeas suggest & species characteristic 
oi deep water, 
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F. H. Searank, Mr. W. Pentland. 


in serviceable tweeds who pushes the 
ball down the fairway dead straight 
until she can use a ‘putter. The 
hole automatically then is completed. 
Miss Tiernan, however, gives a 
delighted little ery whenever she hits 
it 230 yards down the middle. This 
happens ten out of every ten times. Do 
not get the impression, however, that it is 
all gesticulation and giggles. Miss 
Tiernan, enjoying herself audibly and 
hugely, went round the course, not trying 
very hard, in 76 strokes. Giving her the 
customary nine strokes, the match between 
us would have ended on the tenth green 
in her favour. 

Though my attention was distracted by 
this miracle, nevertheless I could see that 
Baltray does to a large extent justify the 
vehement enthusiasm of its members. The 
holes are inclined to be blind, and thus. 
if you miss your drive, several ranges of 
mountains come between you and your 
objective; but a good long straight one 
causes the green to burst upon your view 
with pleasing unexpectedness. The turf 
was equalled in its resiliency only by two 
other clubs I visited on the tour. (Mem- 
bers will think two is a rather gencrous 
estimate.) The fact that the ball is teed 
up for every second shot lessens tho dis- 
advantage of the blind holes; for, if the 
caddy gives you the line, you have only 
direction to think of. and a grand, free- 
and-easy skelp at the thing surprisingly 
often will finish up within a few feet of 
the hole. 


The Tenth Hole 


Particularly I remember the tenth hole, 
a long five. It is doglegged to the right, 
with an out-of-bonnds on the same side.

James Adam and Sons, there was a very 
big attendance, including many of the lead- 
ing buyers from across Channel, who had ar- 
rived by the morning boat and visited tlie 
house quite early. Yesterday's proceedings 
were taken up with the sale of English, 
Chinese, Japanese and continental porcelain ; 
old Irish and English and Bohemian cut 
glass, and miscellanea, in the Salon, and 
from the start the bidding was brisk and 
prices good.

In the course of his statement in regard 
to mandated territories, in the House of 
Commons yesterday, Mr. Baldwin said :— 
There are no provisions either in the 
Covenant or in the Peace Treaty or im 
the mandates relating to the transfer of a 
mandate from one Power to another 
Power. and no such transfer has ever 
been made. I am advised that before any 


‘such transfer could be effected it would 


be necessary for the consent, at any rate, 
of the present mandatory Power and of 
the Power to whom the territory was to 
be transferred, and also the unanimous 
consent of the League Council to be 
secured. 

I hope taht what I have said will make 
it clear to hon. members that the question 
of the transfer of a mandate is one which, 
were it to be contemplated, would require 
the most careful consideration, and would 
pe the subject of a procedure of a very 
elaborate nature. It is not a Matter 
which should, in any circumstances, be 
the subject of any sudden or hasty, 
decision 

As regards the policy of His Majesty's 
Government, I repeat once more, in the 
most categorical terms, that we have not 
considered, and are not considering, the 
transfer of sny mandated territories to 
any other Power. (Cheers.) I think that 
a great deal of the apprehension which 
hon. members claim exists on this subject 
must be due to the belief that His 
Majesty’s Government have already been 
considering such a possibility, nofwith- 
standing the denials which have been 
given, and that the House might at some

The Italians are making a final and 
almost desperate effort to reach Addis 
Ababa before the rains the 
middie of next month. It is true that, 
even if they succeed, the war will not be 
over, but the fall of the capital will have 
a demoralising effect on the unconquered 
remnant of the Abyssinians, and, further- 
more, will provide the Italian forces with 
a useful base for their four months’ idle- 
ness. As yet, however, Addis Ababa has 
not been reached, There were reports as 
early as a fortnight ago that Italian 
columns were within sight of it, but they 
have proved, like so many other bulletins, 
to be premature. The fact is that no 
Italian invader, except the crews of recon- 
noitring aeroplanes, has set eyes so far 
upon the capital, and that every inch of 
Marshal Badoglio’s advance over the last

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British Films 


Whatever film-producers may think, the 
public, both in Great Britain and Ireland, 
will heave a sigh of relief when some 
change is made the British quota 
A change, indeed, is possible. 
The Cinematograph Films Act of 1927, 
to which they owe their existence, is due 
to expire next year, and it may, or may 
not, be renewed. In the meantime, a 
Departmental Committee is being set up 
to make a complete survey of the cinema 
industry in Great Britain, and the Board 
of Trade already is making inquiries on 
its behalf. The trouble is that the quota 
has had two opposite effects. By com- 
pelling producers to make a certain pro- 
portion of their films with British actors, 
and exhibitors to show a certain propor- 
tion of British films in their programmes, 
it rescued the film industry in Great 
Britain. At the time when it was introduced 
British films were struggling vainly in an 
“open market’’ which had become an 
American monopoly. Virtually every film 
shown the United Kingdom was 
American, and the British studios could 
not compete with them. The remarkable 
development in British films since that 
time is not due altogether to the quota. 
The producing firms did a great deal to 
help themselves; for they recognised that 
the poorness of their films was partly due 
to the fact that British actors and 
technicians always could be—and were— 
bought over by Hollywood as soon as they 
began to show any signs of talent. They 
obtaindd more capital, therefore, and 
began to pay their principal workers the 
somewhat fantastic salaries which seem 
to be needed in a successful film industry. 
It was the quota, however, which pro- 
tected them until they were strong enough 
to stand on their own feet, and the fact 
that it has had such good results is the 
reason why Great Britain is so slow now 
to do away with it. Yet, having served

Marks made by the bullets could be 
seen on the Presbytery door, which is 
bespattered with Egan’s blood, but none 
of the shots passed through it, although 
one was found in the woodwork. 

Two youths—Walsh and Crotty—left 
Mrs. Kirby's little shop with Egan, and 
when he was called to the car walked on, 
as they thought the man just wanted to 
ask another question about the “ John 
Kirwan ” he had asked for in the shop. 

Egan, who w s.unemployed, expected 
to start work next week at a loca) leather 
factory.

R. PIROW, the Minister of Defence, 
to-day disclosed in the Assembly 
revised defence measures, which, bearing 
in mind the lessons of the Abyssinian 
campaign, should at the end of five years 
give South Africa 1,000 pilots and an anti- 
tank vattalion with the most modern anti- 
tank weapons, capable of being transported 
by air over a distance of 500 miles in forty- 
eight hours. 

It is also proposed during the next five 
years to form out of the civil aircraft not 
less than twelve squadrons of high speed 
multi-engined ‘wr omen 

Mr. Pirow emphasised that, except in so 
far as membership of the League might 
carry with it a moral obligation to assist 
a member State against an ag  essor, the 
Union was absolutely unfettered in its 
right to decide whether or not it should 
join in a war,in Africa or anywhere else. 

‘ This freedom of action does not mean 
there has not been contact between Great 
Britain and ourselves .on military 
matters,” added the Minister. ‘‘ On the 
contrary, for the last sixteen yeatsiand 
more, particularly since 1924 there have 
been frequent and cordial consultations 
between the Committee of Imperial 
Defence and our Defence Department.” 


COMMON POLICY 


Referring to the question of a common 
defence policy with the Union’s northern 
neighbours, Mr. Pirow said :— 

“Our attitude towards our northern 
neighbours is as cordial] as that of Great 
Britain to us, and any help we can give 
in connection with the building up of their 
air force or with any other means of 
defence will be theirs, on the the same 
generous basis as Britain has applied to 
us. 

The details which I have given of our 
deferice preparations may create the 
impression that South Africa is preparing 
for war in thé near future, but that is 
definitely not so. We are merely taking 
those elementary precautions which every 
nation must bear in mind if it values its 
freedom and independence.”’

Corporation that sach places of amuse- 
ment should not be erected within 120 yards 
of places of worship. 

Resolutions were passed which, while dis. 
claiming any opposition to cinemas, as such, 
expressed regret at the action of the Govern. 
ment, and urged that the Corporation should 
be free to legislate on such matters, and that 
legislation should be passed establishing ‘he 
legality of the principle that no cinema should 
be built within 120 yards of a place of 
worship. It was decided to send a deputation 
to convey these views to the Government, and 
it is understood that the Moderator of the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in Ireland, the Bishop of In, 
Connor and Dromore, the head of the Metho. 
dist Church, and other prominent clergymen 
will form the deputation.

tions, Mr. George Benson (Labour) 

moved an amendment to provide that 
the 2d. duty on tea should be an annual and 
not a fixed tax. This tea duty, he said, fell 
most heavily upon the poorest of the poor, 
and one of the reasons for asking that it 
should be an annual one was that the 
Minister, levying such a mean and petty tar, 
should face the odium of the tax every year. 

Mr. Graham White (Liberal) supported the 
amendment. 

The amendment was rejected by 194 votes 
to 97. 

Miss Wilkinson (Labour) proposed that the 
duty on tea not Empire-grown should be 
reduced from sixpence to twopence. 

Mr. Kingsley Griffith (Liberal) said that his 
objection to the tax was that so little revenue 
would be obtained from it in comparison with 
the irritation and genuine suffering it was 
going to cause. ' 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, replying, 
said that, as he explained in his Budget 
statement, his desire was to find a tax which 
everybody would feel, because, in his opinion, 
everybody should contribute towards cost 
of defence. 

To say that the duty was a crushing burden 
was a gross exaggeration. The average con- 
sumption of tea was a quarter of a pound per 
week per head, which amounted to a contribu- 
tion in taxes of about Os. per household per 
year, 

' The amendment was rejected by 227 votes 
to 111, 

The resolution increasing the tea duty by 
2d. a pound was carried by 242 votes to 118. 

On the resolution extending the tariff for 
the safeguarding of key industries, Mr. Lees- 
Smith (Labour) said that the question 
whether these industries were not more 
suitable to be nourished by Government 
ownership, rather than by this system of 
tarifis, would have to be raised. He sus- 
pected that these industries were not being 
very completely run. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that there was a 
very important difference between the cir- 
cumstances of the key industries and the 
circumstances of the general tariff. [If we 
were ever engaged in a great struggle for 
our existence it was of vast importance that 
we should be able to produce the articles 
supplied by the key industries, and not be 
a on outside production.

The letter was the result of a report from 
an imspector from the Department, m which 
he stated that progress in construction of 
cottages was disagreeably siow, and, with few 
exceptions, the contractors were men without 
capital. and were either unable or unwilling 
to employ sufficient tradesmen to ensure satis- 
tactory progress. 
The Chairman, Mr. Hughes, said that he 
had no hesitation in blaming the Department 
for a lot of the delay. 
it was decided to advertise for a temporary 
engineer at six guineas a week, and an extra 
clerk cf works at £5 a week, with travelling 
expenses. -T'he contractors were ordered to be 
notified that unles asthe work was s ed up 
the Board would consider putting into force 
the penal clause.
